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The Selectmen thank the large number of citizens who 
attended the Town Meeting in March. Your presence is impor- 
tant in making our local government effective. This year the 
second session of 2008 town meeting will be held on March 
15, at 9:00 a.m., in the new Loudon Elementary School gym- 
nasium. 

Spring flooding has become more severe in recent years. 
Although there was significant damage to gravel roads, we 
did not incur the large expense of replacing major bridges. 

The town recently hired a consultant to conduct a growth 
study, which assisted in updating our Growth Management 
Plan. This important document provides direction for Town 
officials in implementing the growth of Loudon. Two signifi- 
cant items the consultant identified as crucial were the need 
for a new town office building and paving gravel roads. 

The Selectmen continue to express a vital need for a new 
town office building to be constructed in the near future. The 
current building is entirely outdated to serve our municipal- 
ity. Our Town Office Building Capital Reserve Fund will vastly 
assist in funding a new building. The Selectmen will establish 
a town office study committee during 2008. 

Maintaining our current highway infrastructure is one of 
our most important and visible issues facing Loudon. The 
cost of grading and paving gravel roads and maintaining 





those currently asphalted requires astronomical sums of 
money. However, we must continue to be progressive in this 
area. Money received each year from the State Highway 
Block Grant Aid assists in road maintenance and paving. The 
State Highway Block Grant for calendar year 2008 totals 
$144,254.38, which helps defray the cost to taxpayers. 

Clough Pond Road and a portion of Old Shaker Road, from 
Clough Pond Road to Shaker Road were reclaimed and 
repaved this summer. 

We again thank the Bahre Family, owners of the New 
Hampshire International Speedway, for their generous annual 
gift of $60,000, which provides scholarship money for Loudon 
residents who attend post-secondary schools. Every applicant 
who applied this past year received funds to help further edu- 
cational goals. The Town would also like to thank NHIS for 
supporting and providing annual events for the children of 
Loudon. 

We thank all employees, elected officials, board and com- 
mittee members for their time, work, and dedication to the 
town of Loudon.

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The HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT has been busy this year. After spring ice and snow, the crew started 
on taking care of mud and grading when we got hit with April’s flood. We had many washouts on the dirt 
roads and edges on some of the asphalt roads. The crew got most of it cleaned up. Then we got started 
on the reconstruction of CLOUGH POND and OLD SHAKER ROADS. 

The Highway crew has replaced many culverts throughout town. The Drainage Project on Berry Road 
and a few other areas on the road have been taken care of. The heavy rains this summer have kept us 
busy filling washouts throughout town. Due to all the rain this fall, we have been busy trying to keep up 
grading dirt roads. The fall work, getting winter sand screened and salt sand mixed, keeps us busy along 
with getting trucks ready. Winter came in hard giving us plenty of snow quick and deep. 

Hope everyone had a good year.

This year, as in the past, changes were made at the Transfer Station to improve efficiency in the han- 
dling of our recyclables and to raise the amount of revenue we receive from them. One example of this 
is the use of a container in the metal-pile area. By swapping to a “roll-off” type container (as compared 
with simply collecting material loosely on the ground), we were able to reduce the town’s liability from 
residents climbing on the pile, reduce the amount of material being taken by residents for personal profit, 
reduce traffic congestion in the area, and finally, generate an average of $20.00 per ton more in revenue 
from the metals collected and sold. With the prices of scrap metals currently up, it makes sense for the 
Town to collect as much as possible of these materials. 

Another material whose price is greatly affected by the method of collection is plastic. When the mar- 
ket for combined #1 and #2 plastic containers nearly disappeared, we began separating these materials. 
The result was a decrease in baling time and an increase in the revenue of the baled product of 3 to 5 
times the previous amount. 

Our electronics collection program has worked very well. Residents have left TV’s, computer moni- 
tors, and other electronics for collection in our “E-POD” storage bin, which totaled about 40,000 pounds 
in the first full year of handling these materials. Please remember we’re required by State Law to keep 
TV’s and computer monitors out of our Co-op incinerator, which is where our household trash goes. The 
Town does not profit from the fees charged for these electronic devices. In fact, fees cover only about 
half the disposal costs and the Town pays the other half. 

Resident stickers are still available only at the Transfer Station, and are required for use of the Town 
Beach, as well as the Transfer Station. Most residents agree that buying a resident sticker for only $1.00 
is the best deal at the dump!

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The future of Loudon’s trash and 
how it will be handled could be best 
described by the old phrase “we have 
good news and bad news.” The good 
news is the amount of trash has been 
declining. The bad news is it will cost 
more to dispose of it. 

Due mostly to a weakening economy, 
our trash totals (both in Loudon and in 
our trash Co-op) have declined in 2007. 
For the first time in years, total Co-op 
tonnage delivered to the Penacook 
incinerator dropped; approximately 8% 
for the year. Loudon’s own total dropped 
about 5% from the previous year. Indi- 
cations are for this trend to continue,

with trash amounts staying down or 
dropping further. 

The tipping fee is the amount it costs 
the Town for every ton of trash we leave 
at the incinerator in Penacook. For 
2008, this fee went up only 5 cents per 
ton; from $42.50 to $42.55. It is predicted, however, it will 
increase sharply in the next couple of years. Our tipping fee 
will probably be around $60.00/ton by 2010. Most of this 
increase is due to increased costs to the Co-op by Whee- 
labrator, the company that operates the incinerator. Remem- 
ber, we have the lowest tipping fees in the area largely 
because Wheelabrator is able to sell electricity (produced by 
the heat of burning trash) to the power company. As the 
financial advantages diminish from producing electricity 
from trash, our tipping fees will increase. This only 
increases the need to recycle all the tonnage we can. 

The Town of Loudon currently spends about $150,000 
per year for tipping fees. Imagine a cost of 2 to 3 times this 
amount if we lived in other parts of New Hampshire or a 
neighboring state! Also, keep in mind that the majority of 
trash that is thrown into the Transfer Station hopper can be 
easily recycled. 

Regardless of how high tipping fees climb, it is only log- 
ical to control our disposal costs as much as possible by 
recycling. Currently, a major trend in the area of recycling is 
called “single stream” recycling. This is where all common 
household recyclables are collected together and sorted

mostly by mechanical equipment in much higher volumes 
than a town or city could do on its own. There is now one of 
these single stream recycling facilities operating in Ver- 
mont, and one in Portland, Maine. Our trash Co-op is study- 
ing the practicality of building one in this area, and will have 
more information this summer as to whether we should pro- 
ceed. With a typical operation, a town receives less revenue 
per ton for the material, but saves in equipment and labor 
costs. Recycle rates usually go up because it is easier to re- 
cycle (much less sorting). 

Another change in the restriction of specific materials 
allowed in incinerators or landfills is the recent ban on 
items containing mercury. As of 1/1/08, it is illegal to dis- 
pose of devices such as thermometers, thermostats, mer- 
cury switches, florescent light bulbs, etc. in regular trash. 
The Transfer Station has been accepting florescent light 
bulbs and will be taking other mercury containing items in 
the future. Please check the Town web site or ask at the 
Transfer Station for more information.

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The Loudon Planning Board reviewed nineteen applica- 
tions in 2007. There were applications for four subdivisions, 
three amended subdivision plans, three new site develop- 
ments, three amended site developments, four lot line 
adjustments, one parking permit, and one permit review. 

The Planning Board consists of nine members, seven 
elected members and two appointed alternates. The current 
Planning Board members are: Chairman Tom Dow, Vice 
Chairman Stanley Prescott, Henry Huntington, Tom Moore, 
Gary Tasker, Steve Jackson, Ex-Officio Dustin Bowles, and 
alternates Jeff Green and Bob Ordway. The Planning Board 
administrative assistant is Donna White. 

It is the Board’s responsibility to review all land use 
applications as well as oversee the Land Development Reg- 
ulations, Zoning Ordinance revisions and updates, and the 
Capital Improvements Program. In addition to their regular 
monthly meetings, Board members spend many hours on 
site walks, in work sessions, and participate on other com- 
mittees as Planning Board representatives. Stanley 
Prescott and Steve Jackson are the representatives to the 
Central NH Regional Planning Commission. Bob Ordway 
and Stanley Prescott are representatives on the Capital 
Improvements committee. Tom Dow and Henry Huntington 
are representatives on the Board of Permit. 

This year the Board presented eight zoning amendments 
for the voters to consider. We encourage voters to review the 
amendments to become fully knowledgeable of what they 
will be seeing on this year’s ballot. There have been several 


meetings with a planning and development consultant in 
recent months to review the town’s Growth Management 
Ordinance. Zoning Amendment 2008-3 is the result of the 
comprehensive study that was conducted, the many meet- 
ings, and revisions. The Board has also done an extensive 
review of the town’s Land Development Regulations over 
the last year and will be finalizing the update in the next 
couple of months. 

A sub-committee has recently completed the Capital 
Improvements Program (CIP) update with the assistance of 
representatives from different town departments and the 
school district. Through the implementation of the CIP, the 
Planning Board is able to assist the Selectmen with the 
annual budget process of capital expenditures. The CIP 
involves financial, budgetary, and planning functions. Each 
year the voters of Loudon vote on articles to deposit funds 
to the different departments’ Capital Reserve Funds. 

Applications to the Planning Board must be received in 
our office at least fifteen days prior to the monthly meeting. 
The Planning Board meets on the third Thursday of each 
month at 7:00pm in the Loudon Community Building. The 
meetings are open to the public and all are invited to attend. 
Visit us at www.loudonnh.org for information on office 
hours, meeting times, agendas, minutes, and regulations.

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Once again it is my pleasure to submit the Annual Report 
of the Loudon Fire Department. This year’s report will outline 
where your Fire Department has been successful and present 
areas that need attention. 


Activity Level 


The Loudon Fire Department responded to a total of 841 
requests for assistance in 2007. This was a slight increase of 
12 calls as compared to 2006. This activity level can be attrib- 
uted to the continued growth of the Town and, as such, we 
need to take the necessary steps to prepare this Department 
for the correlating increase in activity in order to best serve 
you and meet your needs. In 2007 we performed more than 
35,000 hours of activity in supporting requests for assistance 
(Emergency and Non-emergency) and training. 

With the cold weather upon us, please ensure your furnace 
or boiler is operating efficiently and safely. This will help to 
reduce your overall energy cost and make sure potentially 
harmful carbon monoxide gas is not present in your home. In 
addition, if you heat with wood make sure your chimney is 
clean (we recommend at least two cleanings a year, more if 
you use your woodstove on a daily basis) and maintain suffi- 
cient clearance to combustible materials. And above all, 
PLEASE have a minimum of at least one working smoke 
detector on each level of your home. As always, should you 
have any questions or concern on any other fire prevention 
matter, please don’t hesitate to contact us. 

At the present time the Department is made up of three 
full-time employees (Fire Chief, Lieutenant and Firefighter 
and all three are Emergency Medical Technicians and Fire 
fighter qualified) and 39 very dedicated and well-trained on- 
call personnel. However, it is increasingly evident that we are 
experiencing a shortage of daytime Fire/rescue personnel due 
to employment obligations. 

Training 

All Department members are required to obtain State Fire- 
fighter level 1 or Emergency Medical Technician Basic within 
one year of joining the Department, in addition to attending 
monthly trainings both Fire and Rescue. We continue to 
improve and expand our skills as a result of ever changing 
circumstances to include updated hazardous materials, tech- 
nical rescue and Emergency Medical Training. This year 1 
person has obtained their certification as Firefighter 1 and 5 
members have obtained their Emergency medical Technician 
Basic. 


Fire Prevention 


We have been very busy in fire prevention this year again 
as a result of the continued growth of the Town. There were 
and still are projects in different stages of completion. Accord- 
ingly, significant time is required for these inspections and re- 
inspections of these properties and plans as well as the 
existing buildings and occupancies that require annual life 
safety/fire prevention compliance review within the commu- 
nity, along with fire prevention week and EMS week with the 
children at Loudon Elementary School and the day cares. 

Overall this Department issued 15 oil burning equipment 
permits, 124 places of assembly permits, 10 Wood stove 
Inspections, 578 outdoor burning permits. And 20 Inspec- 
tions of day cares, and Foster care homes. 


Apparatus and Facility 


Apparatus: This year we have put together an Ambulance 
committee to develop specifications and quotes for the 
replacement of our 1999 PL custom ambulance. This ambu- 
lance is a planned replacement as part of the Capital Improve- 
ments Program for next year, with monies that are put away 
in the Ambulance Capital Reserve Funds. 

The Town of Loudon has developed a Capital Improvement 
Program to look at and plan for capital purchases with all 
Town Departments, so the impact to the town is spread out 
evenly, and to put monies aside for planned purchases. This 
is a substantial savings to the town from interest on loans 
and the issuance of interest to monies in Capital Reserve 
Accounts. 

Facilities: The Department works out of two stations, Sta- 
tion #2 at 56 Clough Hill Road, and the Village Station at 8 
Cooper Street. The insulation in the Village Station was 
replaced this year. The station is a lot warmer and the fuel 
and electrical consumption has dropped resulting in a great 
savings. 

Finally, I would like to recognize the hard work and dedi- 
cation of the members of your Fire Department who are con- 
tinuously serving our community with pride. Our Firefighters 
and Emergency Medical Technicians make themselves avail- 
able 24 hours a day 7 days a week, at significant personal 
sacrifice. Their commitment to protecting our community 
comes at great expense with many sleepless nights, time 
away from their loved ones, and in some cases financial cost. 
Their dedication is nothing short of remarkable and I thank 
each of them for another very successful year. On behalf of 
the Loudon Fire Department, have a safe 2008.

The West Nile Virus, Eastern Equine Encephalitis (a/k/a 
Triple E) and Avian Flu continue to be threats. We ask that 
you remain vigilant in keeping your property clear of any 
stagnant pools of water. 

We have established a website at www.loudoncode 
enforcement.com. Most all required permits are on this site 
along with informational materials. 

If you have any comments or suggestions, I encourage 
you to contact me. I may be reached weekdays from 8:00 
a.m.—4:00 p.m. at 798-5584 or e-mail me at loudoncode@ 
loudoncode.com. 
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Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the 
State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland 
fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact 
your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to deter- 
mine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burn- 
ing. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required 
for all outside burning unless the ground is completely cov- 
ered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environ- 
mental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des. 
state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hamp- 
shire’s forest resources. For more information please contact 
the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online 
at www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, 
particularly late April into early May. As the forests and 
fields greened up in later May the fire danger decreased. 
However, a very dry late summer created very high fire dan- 
ger again from August into September, with fire danger 
reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the dry 
conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 
2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned 
approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Moun- 
tain in Chesterfield during the month of May. Our statewide 
system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping 
most fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many 
homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable 
wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 
season threatened structures, a constant reminder that for- 
est fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters 
clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate 
green space around your home free of flammable materials. 
Additional information and homeowner recommendations 
are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, 
your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire wise and fire safe!

2007 ANNUAL REPORT TO BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


This report is presented to the Board of Directors of the 
Capital Area Fire Compact as a summary of general activities 
for the 2007 calendar year. It is also forwarded to the govern- 
ing bodies of the Compact’s member communities for informa- 
tional purposes. 

The Compact provides emergency fire and rescue services, 
including emergency dispatch service, to its twenty member 
communities. The Compact’s primary operational area is 711 
square miles with a resident population of 124,773. We also 
participate in mutual aid responses to additional communities 
beyond the Compact area. 

Dispatch services are provided by the City of Concord Fire 
Department’s Communications Center. The staffing levels at 
Dispatch are eight shift dispatchers and the Dispatch Super- 
visor. 

This staffing level provides a minimum of two on-duty dis- 
patchers at all times. Dispatched incidents in 2007 increased 
by 2.7% to a total of 22,518. A detailed report by community 
is attached. 

The Chief Coordinator responded to 193 incidents in 2007, 
assisted departments with incident management on major 
incidents, and handles the Compact’s administrative func- 
tions with a part-time Administrative Assistant. The Chief 
participates on several state and regional committees that 
affect mutual aid operations. 

The 2001 Command Vehicle was replaced with a 2007 
GMC Yukon XL. This vehicle was designed and equipped with 
digital radio functions for interoperable communications with 
other public safety agencies, and functions as a Command 
Post on all mutual aid incidents. It has a rear mounted con- 
sole to aid Incident Commanders with planning, operational, 
and safety functions, and has Computer Aided Dispatch sta- 
tus information available at the front and rear of the vehicle, 
with GPS and mapping data. 

The Compact has continued to receive Homeland Security 
grant funding to continue the radio upgrades to digital capa- 
bility. We received and installed five new digital base stations 
at remote hilltop locations in Concord, Epsom, Hopkinton, 
Pembroke, and Warner under the grant program. In 2008, we 
hope to replace console equipment at our dispatch facility in 
Concord with new digital equipment. 

The 2007 Compact operating budget was $829,765. All 
Compact operations, including the Chief Coordinator’s posi- 





tion, office, command vehicle, and dispatch services are pro- 
vided through this budget. Funding by the member communi- 
ties is based on a combination of property values and 
population. Some computers and monitors at Dispatch were 
upgraded or replaced through the budget this year. The 
regional concept of providing emergency fire and rescue serv- 
ices and sharing of the support costs continues to be the most 
economical method of supplying these services in our commu- 
nities. 

The Compact Training Committee chaired by Assistant 
Chief Dick Pistey for the last 22 years, with members Chief 
Keith Gilbert, Chief George Ashford, and Deputy Chief Peter 
Angwin assisted all departments in hosting at least one 
mutual aid training exercise during the year. Mutual aid drills 
involve several departments and test the system capabilities 
in fire suppression, emergency medical, mass casualty, res- 
cue, hazardous materials, incident management, and person- 
nel safety. We thank the Training Committee for their 
continuing support to the Compact. 

The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team, representing 
55 communities in Capital Area and Lakes Region mutual aid 
systems continues to train and responds to hazardous mate- 
rials incidents in our combined coverage area. The team oper- 
ates with three response units and will welcome personnel 
interested in becoming active members. We appreciate and 
thank the team members for their dedication in providing this 
important emergency service. 

Lastly, I am very pleased that so many member communi- 
ties have seen fit to distribute the Capital Area Fire Compact 
annual reports to their residents as part of their own 
Town/City Reports or by other means. Hopefully, this leads to 
a better understanding of how some of your emergency serv- 
ices function on a day to day basis. 

We encourage all departments to send representatives and 
actively participate in all Compact meetings. Your input is 
needed on all issues and your members need to be informed 
of Compact activities and planning. 

Thanks to all departments for your great cooperation.

CAPITAL AREA FIRE COMPACT 
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Defining emergency management is pretty simple. The 
selectmen, the fire department, the police department and the 
highway department are always there when we need them. If 
there’s a motor vehicle accident, a medical emergency, a fire, 
a flood, a lost child, you’ll see flashing sights, hear sirens and 
see familiar faces trained to restore order to the unthinkable, 
unreasonable, unfair, and unfamiliar. 

Defining an Emergency Management Director is not so 
simple. Although every town in NH is mandated to have an 
EMD, until 9/11 and the Twin Towers most people never 
heard of them. With the proactive direction of the state’s 
Director of Homeland Security/Emergency Management it 
has become clear that my job is to liaise with all of these 
departments, and the state, in order to get everyone to speak 
a common language and to understand that they all play on 
the same team. 

An unfortunate consequence of living in a small town is 
that too often the police and fire departments are left alone to 
operate autonomously. We ascribe some kind of magical 
thinking to what they do. In small towns, communication (if 
it happens) is handled over coffee at places like the Eggshell. 
And it only happens if you feel like it. Both fire and police 
departments demand a high degree of both skill and discre- 
tion...but they’re not magic. In the complex world we live in, 
we need to ask questions and talk to each other. We, literally 
and figuratively, can’t afford to operate in an “information 
vacuum.” 

The federal government has been consumed in the last few 
years with enabling local government better able to respond 
to the larger threats of terrorism involving chemicals, biolog- 
ical agents, explosives, radiation and nuclear materials that 
face us today. We live next door to the state capitol and we 
host over 100,000 visitors twice a year for a week at a time. 
Our response agencies need to follow the lead of our larger 
neighbors in adopting common practices and language. 

I am pleased to report that we’re making some significant 
progress here in Loudon, learning to work together as a team 
in the planning process as well as the response. 

In February of 2007 Loudon graduated a dozen people 
making up its first Community Emergency Response Team. 
With the support of the selectmen, fire, police and highway 
departments they were trained with a grant from the state. 
All of them are trained in first-aid, CPR/AED, traffic control, 
light fire extinguishment, light search and rescue, the Na- 
tional Incident Management System and the Incident Man- 


agement System. They are involved with community educa- 
tion and prepared to assist the town so that that all the more 
highly trained personnel can be freed to do what they are 
trained to do best in any situation we ask. They have acquired 
a trailer and stocked it with cots, blankets and first aid sup- 
plies if we need them while we wait for help from the state in 
a disaster. They continue to train and attend classes, again, 
with the help and support of the fire and police department. 
The Coordinators of the Team have been trained in, and 
assisted with, the administrative duties of the town’s Emer- 
gency Operations Center and were present when it opened 
during last spring’s flooding. 

We have worked with the state HSEM and the Fire depart- 
ment to establish an EOC/Incident Command Post at the fire 
station on Clough Hill Rd for both of the Nascar races. Many 
state and federal agencies make this their home base while 
many other agencies are on stand-by during these two races. 
We're all thrilled that nothing untoward has happened while 
we have 100,000 guests in town. But we have planned well if 
it does. 

Thanks to the state this office received a grant in January 
2008 for a base radio valued at $6,600.00 including installa- 
tion. This radio is state of the art and intended to be used for 
the monitoring of an emergency situation by the EMD and 
department heads as they direct or request resources during 
an event. It is required to be installed in the town’s emer- 
gency operations center (at the Village Fire Station) and 
should be up and running soon. 

In the fall of 2007 we were one of a very few towns in NH 
selected for eligibility for a CIPP grant that would provide 
resources needed specifically for NHIS related response. The 
police and fire departments have completed the application 
and submitted a lengthy proposal that we are now waiting to 
hear on. We owe special thanks to Bill Lake and Bob Krieger 
for doing all the necessary work 

I'd like to finish up by saying thank-you to the Selectmen, 
Chief Burr of the Fire Dept., Chief Fiske of the Police Dept., 
Dave Rice of the Highway Dept., Chief Wright of the Capitol 
Area Fire Compact and the Coordinators of the new CERT 
team, Faith Stevens and Rick Nelson. We’ve accomplished a 
lot this year!

A num- 
ber of issues are mailed to “snowbirds” and to former 
Loudon residents who have asked for the paper to be sent to 
them. 

This past year the Council voted to maintain a 32-page 
layout to keep printing costs lower. Each issue sees an 
increase in Loudon organizations and townspeople con- 
tributing information and articles of local interest. The 
Council continues to receive appreciation for the publication 
of meeting minutes from the Board of Selectmen, Planning 
Board and Zoning Board of Adjustment as well as other 
organizations that are published each month. The Loudon 
Ledger continues to be a great source of information for 
those in Loudon. 

The Communications Council continues to provide and 
maintain a website; www.loudonnh.org. The website pro- 
vides information about Loudon organizations and govern- 
ment for those who use the Internet. The site has seen great 
changes in the past year and we continue to update and 
make improvements to the resource. 

We appreciate the financial support that the Town of 
Loudon graciously provides for the Council. Individuals con- 





tinue donating as well and The Council continues to 
research other sources of public funding with little success. 
In addition to monetary support, the Council depends heav- 
ily on community involvement. That involvement includes 
participation by individuals, organizations and businesses in 
providing news and information for publication, and on 
those volunteers who serve on The Council itself. We con- 
tinue to appreciate the support of our Communications Coor- 
dinator who goes beyond the job description duties to make 
each issue the best possible. 

The Internal Revenue Service continues to recognize the 
Loudon Communications Council as exempt from federal 
income tax as a publicly supported organization, as 
described in the Internal Revenue Code section 501(c) (3). In 
order to maintain tax-exempt status, a publicly supported 
organization must receive at least one-third of its total sup- 
port from governmental units, from contributions made 
directly or indirectly by the general public, or from a combi- 
nation of these sources. If LCC is to remain a tax-exempt 
organization, advertising revenue cannot be a principal 
source of total support. 

The Loudon Communications Council meets monthly on 
the third or fourth Monday, depending on publication sched- 
ule.

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The 19th century British author, Augustine Birrell, once 
said, “Libraries are not made, they grow.” The 100 year old 
Loudon Maxfield Public Library has grown from a single 
room brick structure in the center of town to an expanded 
modern facility, striving to meet the increasing demand from 
our local citizenry with its repository of information and 
quiet, comfortable, easily accessible space for reading, 
research, and study. 

The Children’s Room, an elevator equipped area on the 
lower building level dedicated to the educational interests of 
our elementary school age children, is progressing well, 
thanks in large measure to donations from over 150 area cit- 
izens and organizations. Weekly “story times” and the Sum- 
mer Reading Program highlight activities scheduled for 
Loudon’s youngest learners. 

Requests for the Library’s meeting rooms from Loudon 
civic organizations often have exceeded our available space 
and require use of the older section of the building for the 
additional groups. 

In the face of an increasingly computer literate populace, 
circulation of “non-print” and “print” material has increased 
by more than 7% from 2006. Informational literature such 
as tax forms, newspapers, newsletters, area promotional 
flyers and free recreational passes to New Hampshire edu- 
cational and historical sites, are available and continue to 
be sought after. And periodicals, compact discs, publicly 
available printers and copiers, DVDs, “talking books,” and 


traditional paperbound reading material found on the 
shelves on both floors remain very popular with library 
patrons. Moreover, public demand for computer access on 
the main floor has created the need for two additional inter- 
net accessible desktop computers. This should reduce the 
need for a waiting list for public use. 

Coordinating these resources in an efficient, consumer 
friendly environment is a dedicated staff of full and part 
time employees and volunteers. Consistent with an increas- 
ing trend among New Hampshire libraries, we have also 
assumed financial oversight of our annual budget allotment. 

As demand for the Library’s services increases, we will 
continue to advocate for resources that satisfy our commu- 
nity’s desire for a safe, welcoming site for the quiet enjoy- 
ment of study and the simple pleasures of reading and 
self-improvement. 

It has been said that “No place in any community is so 
totally democratic as the town library. The only entrance 
requirement is interest.” On behalf of the Maxfield Library’s 
Board of Trustees, Director, and employees, our heartfelt 
appreciation is extended for your generous support and 
growing interest in our public services.

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It has been another active year for the Loudon Conserva- 
tion Commission. The members attended Planning Board 
Meetings and site walks to help advise both the Planning and 
Zoning Boards on development projects that affect wetlands 
or steep slopes. We appreciate the boards working with us to 
assure that our natural resources are protected. 

The crowning achievement for this year was a Farm and 
Ranch Land Protection Project (FRPP) we completed on 
Davies Heron Hill Farm. Meurig and Rosann Davies own one 
of the last farms in Loudon on Route 129. The property is 
nearly 70 acres and a real gem for the town. Through a grant 
provided by the Natural Resource Conservation Service 
(NRCS), the Conservation Commission was able to obtain 
match monies to purchase the development rights to the 
Davies Farm. The Davies wanted to see their property remain 
as a farm but were wondering how to do it without selling a 
part of it for development. As it so happened we had been 
working on another property in town when those landowners 
decided to back out. NRCS contacted the Conservation Com- 
mission and told us that if we could find another similar piece 
of property they would transfer the monies to it. Lucky for the 
Davies and Loudon! Land conservation programs like FRPP 
provide assistance through match monies to make projects 


like this happen. The FRPP required the Davies to contribute 
25% of the value, the Conservation Commission to provide 
another 25% and NRCS to balance out the rest with 50%. The 
monies provided by the Conservation Commission were 
appropriated through a warrant article at last year’s Town 
Meeting. Heron Hill Farm will remain as open farmland for all 
to enjoy now and into the future. 

In closing I would like to thank all the members of the 
Loudon Conservation Commission for giving their time and 
energy working for the benefit of all Loudon’s citizens. Dan 
Geiger, Jess Storey, Bob Butler and Colin Cabot volunteer 
their time to help Loudon’s natural resources remain intact by 
focusing on smart development choices. Their work benefits 
each and everyone of us in Loudon and for that I am grateful.

Established in accordance with state law, the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a 
voluntary association of 20 communities in Merrimack and 
Hillsborough Counties. The Town of Loudon is a member in 
good standing of the Commission. 

The Commission’s mission is to improve, through educa- 
tion, training, and planning assistance, the ability of the 
municipalities of the region to prepare and implement munic- 
ipal plans; to prepare a plan for effective and appropriate 
development and utilization of the resources of the region; 
and to assist municipalities in carrying out the regional plan. 

The Commission also provides a variety of planning serv- 
ices, including consultations on planning issues; planning 
research; sample ordinances, regulations, and planning docu- 
ments; access to Census information and other data sources; 
grant information; review and comment on planning docu- 
ments; development review; and educational programs. Mem- 
bership also entitles a community to affordable master 
planning assistance, geographic information systems (GIS) 
mapping, build-out analysis preparation, and other land use 
and transportation planning-related assistance. 

On behalf of the Town of Loudon in 2007, CNHRPC staff: 


e Provided technical assistance to local officials and citi- 
zens, as issues related to land use, transportation, envi- 
ronmental, economic, and general planning. 


e Assisted Planning Board with responses to bonding, site 
walk, and other questions. 


In addition to the local services described above, in 2007 
the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission: 


e Held four Commission meetings (in February, June, Sep- 
tember, and November) with programs including an 
explanation of bridge conditions in New Hampshire, dis- 
cussions on social capital, and other topics. Commission 
meetings for 2008 are scheduled for February 21st, June 
12th, September 11th, and November13th (confirm on 
our website). Meetings are open to the public and inter- 
ested citizens are encouraged to attend. 


Provided general local planning assistance to member 
municipalities and responded to inquiries regarding zon- 
ing ordinance, subdivision regulation, and site plan 
review regulation revisions.

Conducted nearly 200 traffic counts throughout the 
region. 


Finalized the update of the FY 2009-2018 Regional 
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) and 
attended six public hearings help by the GACIT (Gover- 
nor’s Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transporta- 
tion) throughout the region. 


Organized and hosted meetings of the CNHRPC Trans- 
portation Advisory Committee (TAC). The TAC: 


— Renders technical advice to the CNHRPC regarding 
transportation plans, programs, and projects; 

— Evaluates and ranks application for the Transporta- 
tion Enhancement (TE) and Congestion Mitigation 
and Air Quality (CMAQ) programs. Each program is 
competitive statewide with more than 3 million dol- 
lars in federal funding per year for the TE program 
and 7 million for the CMAQ program. 


— Evaluates and ranks projects within the Regional 
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). The 
Regional TIP provides an avenue for projects to be 
considered for inclusion within the Statewide 10 Year 
Transportation Improvement Plan which is the guid- 
ing document for all major highway improvements on 
state roads. 


— Reviews and recommends adoption of the Regional 
Transportation Plan. 


Provided continuing technical assistance to the Upper 
Merrimack River Local Advisory Committee (UMRLAC) 
and assisted in the UMRLAC Management Plan update.
